I liavo the honor to submit tho si-'cth 
annual report of tho transactions of this 
Association during the past year (1879.) 

The annual grant mr.de to tho Associa- 
tion by tlie Dominion Government has 
been increased to §500, and this has en- 
abled the Council to increase tho -prize 
list of the annual meeting to §485, while 
the number of .subscribers to the funds of 
the Association was but forty-five, com- 
prising principally members of tho active 
militia. 

The annual prize mooting, being tho 
sixth since the establishhient of the Asso- 
ciation, was this year held at Nanaimo, 
and much pr.iiso is duo to the residents of 
that place, especially to Capt. Harvey of 
tho Nunaimo Riflo Company, for their 
very generous aid towards assisting the 
Council in their onddavor to carry out the 
meeting successfully. Tho prize list em- 
braced eleven competitions, in addition to 
which wore presented'tho gold and silver 
badges of the Association, and a special 
jirizo presented by Captain Harvey of 
?'25, for tho greatest number of buU's- 
oyes obtained by any competitors in cer- 
tain competitions; and on tho part of the 
citizens of A''ictoria the sum of §50 was 
presented by tho Licensed Victuallers, 
and the sum of §1)0 by the merchants of 
that place, the whole forming a valauble 
addition to tho prize list. The whole 
amount of prizes distributed in money 
was §485, and tho nunilior of prii^es pre- 
sented was ()!). Tiio E.vcciitivo Council 
prize, consistini? of a nilvor challenge cup 
presented by the members of the Elliott 
Ministn,', was finally won on its fourth, 
anniversary by Gunner Butler of the Vic- 
toria Garrison Artillery. 

Tho Provincial nuttcli, which was com- 
peted for by teams of five members of the 
Active Militia, selected respectively from 
Victoria, Now Westminster and Nanaimo, 
was won by the Victoria teain,^'the Nan- 
aimo and Now Westminster teams taking 
tho second and third places respectively. 

His Excolloncy the Manpiis of Lorno, 
Govornor-Geueral, presented to tho -Va- 
sociation this year, for competition under 
special regulations, a silver and bronze 
modal, and His Hxcellency has signified 
his intention of prosonting the.se modals 
annually during his term of otiico. Tho 
silver modal was won by Lieut. Jackson, 
N. W. R., and the bronze medal by Sergt. 
Kennedy, No. 1 Co., V. R. 

The Association has been presented 
with two additional challenge cups, one 
by the Corporation of Nanaimo and one 
by R. DuuHmuir, Esq. , on behalf of tlio 
Wellington Colliery. Tho former cup 
wea this year won by Gunner Butler, V, 
G. A., and tho latter by Capt. Wolfendon, 
No. I Co. , V. R. ; and, also, a gold medal 
by Vancouver Goal Co. , won by private 
P. Sargbon. 

The gold and silver badges of tho Asso- 
ciation were won respectively by Lieut. 
Jackson, Now Westminster IliHeH, and 
Sergt. Kennedy, No. 1 Co. , V. R. j 

The proceeds of the prize meeting 
amountsd to $194.08. The pool target 
was fairly patronized and the funds of tho 
Association received from that source the 
sum of 815.12. 

It is gratifying to bo able to announce 
the interest shown by the members of tho 
Militia in the annual prizo meetinj} by 
their attendance this year, as the ontries 
for each competition avonigedover thirty, 
and the shooting throughout the whole of 
the meeting was remarkably good, and all 
appeared well satisfied with the arrange- 
ments under which the several competi- 
tions wore conducted.

Akbival OF TUE Mail Steanirk. — Tho 
P. M. SS. Co.'s steamer City of Chester, 
Capt. Poleman, arrived at Esquimalt at 12 
o'clock rm Friday ni^'ht, 81 hours from 
Sail Francisco. She experienced dirty 
weather during tho voyage up. Tho first 
day out the wind was frDin tho N. W. 
with fogs at intervals. Tho following day 
the wind increased and a rough sea, ac- 
companied by a very heavy sea, sprung 
up. On Thursday the wind veered round 
to tho south, the sea moderated, but the 
heavy swell from the N. W. continued. 
On Friday rain fell heavily and a rough 
sea and heavy swell were again experienc- 
ed. Towards night the weather was thick 
with the wind from tho east. ' The 'City of 
Chester brought 27 passengorst 70 t6ns of 
freight and the direct mails for this port. 
Having steamed round to Engelhardt (t 
Co. 's wharf and discharged cargo she was 
ready to sail for Pugot Sound porta at 11 
o'clock yesterday, but was detained by 
the gale from tho S.W. which prevailed. 
At half-past 4 o'clock, however, witlttttho 
assistance of the steamer Pilot, shp left 
the harbor. 

Thh Skaget mines are attracting con- 
siderable attention in San Francisco. Sev- 
eral miners, anxious to make their way as 
quiokly as possible to Ruby Creek, arriv- 
ed here yesterday on board tho steamship 
City of Chester, and immediately .iftor 
landing applied theinselvea to the task of 
ascertaining the best route into the 
mines. It is stated that immediately the 
Skagot opens two or thre»„.hundred Cali- 
fomtans will leave San Francisco to seek 
their fortunes in the reported el dorado.

Gen. Todlebon, preparations were made 
early in tho morning for the execution 
of three Nihilists, lately sentenced to 
death by au Odessa courtmartial.

They were a noblemiUi,Victor Ale.xo- 
jeft" Malinka, ii young man 26 year? of 
age, and a volunteer in the 1 32nd bat- 
talion of infantry reserves; Josefofl' 
Maiilannk, military surgeon of the 7th 
regiment of hussar.s, 25 years of age; 
and Ivan Drobisskin, 28 years of 
age, son of a priest. Thoy were all en- 
veloped in tho customary long white 
garment. From round the neck of 
enuh priaoner wiia susponclud a large, 
black placard, bearing the inscrifition 
" Traitor to tho State." During tho 
whole ride from the prison to the place 
of execution tho three prisonera tried 
their utmo.st to make their voices heard 
bv the dense crowds which lined the 
way. Tho wagon was escorted by the 
13th battalion of Chasseur.s and by 
one liundred Co-isack.s. In addition to 
this escort the wagon was guarded by 
five ffen d'armes, who rode by its side 
with drawn swords. 

A SCENE ON THS WAY. 

As Drobisskin would not heed the 
reiterated command to ccaae addressing 
the people, but, on tlie contrary, shout- 
ed to tUepi..rtli.the top of his voice, one 
of the (ftrrt iZ'ar<?re8, struck him so severe 
a blow eii'^the lieati" with' the 'flat of his 
sword, that it stunned him. Upon this, 
one of his fellow prisonera cried out, 
"Do not hew us , down, unfortunate 
minion of the Czar," hut tho ffen d'ai-mr. 
threatening him alao with his .sword, 
only answered Viy tho injunction, 
"Silence, hound." Very shortly nftpr 
this painful incident, the place of ex- 
ecution was reached. 

AT THF. OA1.I.0W.S. 

The three condemned men were un- 
bound from their seats in tho wagon 
and led to the gallows. Their sentence 
being read, Malinka was deprived of 
his rank as a nobleman. After-i this 
ceremony had been completed,' Malinta 
was at once dolivernd over to the hang- 
man. He., however, demanded per- 
mission to nddrosa the people, wliicli 
was refused him by the commander of 
the town, who inquired if he would 
not like to confer witii a priest. Ma! 
inka, after scornfully glancing at him, 
turned to the hangman and said, "Now, 
servile wretch, do your work." Drobis- 
skin was the next to be placed under 
the rope. When in this position the 
prie.st approached liiin with a crucifix, 
but was repulsed with the words "Let 
mo alone, brother, I do not want any 
of that humbug." When tho last 
prisoner, Maidatinlti,'wa!r "placed in the 
executioner's hands, lie shouted out to 
tho Rabbi, "Get out of my sight. Let 
me not set pyos on 'you." At half-past 
1 1 o'clock all throe were hanged, and 
at 12 o'clock tho bodies wore cut down 
and cast into tho graves -which had 
been dug on the .spot. Earth was 
thrown upon them and stamped down. 
Major-General Krok then gave the 
word of command and the troops march

A great sensation has been caused 
here for the last fortnight by the re- 
port that a highly-placed judicial func- 
tionary has been caught in the act of 
oheatipg;.^ at- .cards. .The report lias 
been alluded to " by several journals, 
demanding that an inquiry should bo 
speedily instituted. Sunday's Eclair 
beige gives, however, full particulars, 
with the names in full of all the per- 
sons concerned in the afifair. Accord- 
ing to its version, the. judicial function- 
ary in question' has practiced 'for a 
long time what it. called "Za possette" 
— t.e., holding under his hand while 
playing at baccarattwo difi'orcnt stakes, 
pushing forward when he won the 
larger one, and when he lost the small- 
er one. It having been noticed that 
he always won large stakes and lost 
small ones, close attention was paid at 
a soiree at the beginning of this month 
to his proceedings, and the trick was 
discovered.
